Application for Approved C&D Collector

What is an Approved Collector of CE&D material?
An Approved C&D Collector means any collector that provides C&D collection services in the
unincorporated areas of the County and agrees to the following:

1. Signing Letter of Agreements with the C&D project permittee to provide hauling and
reporting services.

2. Delivering C&D material to approved C&D processing facilities.

3. Maintaining records to demonstrate C&D recycling, reuse, salvage, or disposal
generated and facility where materials were delivered.

4. Working with C&D project permittees to create and/or submit Debris Management
Reports to the County no later than 180 days after the County issues a passed final
inspection notice (or a certificate of occupancy).

5. Meeting requirements specified in County Code Section 68.514 (c)&(f), 68.516, 68.518.

How to become an Approved C&D Collector with the County of San Diego?
To become an Approved C&D Collector, the following steps must be completed:
1. Fill out the information in table below.
2. Have an appropriate representative from the company sign and date this form
3. Email the completed and signed form to CORecycling@sdcounty.ca.gov.
4. Receive a confirmation email from the County that the Collector has been accepted as
an Approved Collector for the unincorporated areas of the County. The email will be
sent to the contact on this form within 5 working days of County receipt of the form.
